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"Fun  in  Its  Own  Way": 
Moving  into  Venable 
One  Last  Time 

The  first  days  of  the  academic 
year  bring  233  fresh?nen  and, 
for  some  upperclassmen,  the 
surprise  of  rekindled  me?nories 


On  a  day  that  should  have  been 
bottled  and  kept  for  Homecoming, 
the  class  of  1988  arrived  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  with  cars  and 
station  wagons  stuffed  and  spirits 
high.  Both  sides  of  Gushing  Road 
and  Via  Sacra  sparkled  with 
chrome  and  maroon  and  navy  blue 
and  cream  as  tailgates  and  doors 
opened  and  shut,  as  students  and 
parents  and  sisters  and  brothers 
lifted  and  shoved  and  carried  part 
of  someone's  life  from  one  world 
into  another. 

About  half  of  them  moved  into 
Venable  Hall,  where  freshmen 
have  lived  for  as  long  as  memory 
serves  most  of  us.  But — and  here  is 
the  difference  between  this  and 
previous  first  days  of  schcxjl  on  the 
Hill — they  weren't  supposed  to 
have  moved  into  Venable.  Last 
year's  freshmen  were  supposed  to 
have  been  the  last  students  staying 
in  Venable  for  a  while,  since 
Venable  had  been  scheduled  to 
stand  vacant  this  year,  pending  the 
beginning  of  an  extensive  series  of 
renovations. 

Veteran  alumni,  who  like  Jim 


Alexander  '78  recall  their  days  in 
Venable  (and  Gushing)  as  'a  Spar- 
tan existence  you  hated  every  min- 
ute of,  but  wouldn't  trade  the 
memories  of  for  the  world,"  will 
ask  why  Venable  even  needs  reno- 
vation. If  it  was  good  enough  for 
their  generation,  isn't  it  good 
enough  for  a  new  one? 

The  answer,  of  course,  is  that 
even  if  the  new  students  are  as 
tough  as  their  elders,  Venable  and 
Gushing  are  not.  Both  dorms  cele- 
brate their  one-hundred-sixtieth 
birthday  this  year;  Gushing  was 
begun  in  1824  as  a  replacement  for 
all  the  college  buildings  of  1775- 
1803,  and  Venable  as  the  home  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary. 
Venable  and  Gushing  have  survived 
almost  two  hundred  years — despite 
the  fact  that  they  were  heated  with 
fireplaces  and  open  fires  built  by 
students,  and  that  there  was  once 
gas  lighting  in  them,  and  that  teen- 
aged  men  have  never,  even  in 
golden  ages,  been  easy  on  their  sur- 
roundings; but  the  sheer  tenacity 
with  which  they  survived  is  begin- 
ning to  give  out.  There  has  never 


been  any  major  renovation,  and 
maintainence  on  any  scale  grander 
than  emergency  conservation  has 
been  put  off  too  long,  because,  even 
if  there  had  been  extra  funds  to  pay 
for  it,  there  was  no  place  to  put  the 
men  who  lived  there. 

But  now  new  residence  halls  are 
under  construction,  with  rcx)ms  into 
which  all  the  men  in  Venable — and 
later  all  the  men  in  Gushing — can 
be  moved  to  allow  restoration  of 
the  historic  buildings  ( like  many 
other  buildings  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  they  are  registered  National 
Historic  Landmarks). 

The  first  order  of  business  in  the 
restoration  of  both  dorms  is  to  pre- 
serve both  their  architecture  as  well 
as  their  ethos — the  almost  personal 
quality  residents  remember  most 
about  the  place — while  achieving 
such  goals  as  fire-proofing  (espe- 
cially in  staircases),  re-wiring,  boost- 
ing energy  efficiency,  and  (here  the 
veterans  will  really  groan)  installing 


bathrooms  on  every  floor.  "None  of 
these  buildings  would  even  begin  to 
come  up  to  fire  or  building  ctxies 
nowadays,"  said  Todd  Schill,  asso- 
ciate dean  of  students;  "something 
has  got  to  be  done." 

But  compliance  with  codes  isn't 
the  only  reason  for  renovating  the 
residence  halls,  says  Robert  H. 
Jones,  dean  of  admissions.  "When 
prospeaive  students  visit  the  cam- 
pus, they  are  bowled  over  by  how 
pretty  it  is,  until  they  see  Venable 
and  Gushing,  and  then  they  think 
twice.  They  ask  the  men  who  live 
there  how  they  stand  it,  and  I  don't 
think  they  really  believe  them  when 
they  say  it's  fun  in  its  own  way. 
The  college-age  population  is  stead- 
ily declining  nationwide,  especially 
so  in  the  areas  from  which  we  draw 
most  of  our  students.  So  having 
top-notch  residence  halls  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  if  we  are  to  keep  on 
getting  record  numbers  of  qualified 
applicants.  Having  sub-standard 
dorms  will  only  make  matters 
worse  by  driving  away  students 
who  might  otherwise  come  to  the 
Gollege." 


A  second  motive  for  renovating 
the  dorms  is  upgrading  the  stu- 
dents' social  life,  explains  Schill. 
"We  have  dormitories  that  are  in 
the  process  of  becoming  residence 
halls,"  he  said.  "Traditionally  'dor- 
mitories' were  places  for  people  to 
sleep,  period.  'Residence  halls,'  by 
contrast,  are  designed  to  meet 
broader  t)bjectives  of  college  student 
housing.  We  are  aiming  to 
heighten  the  educational  aspects  of 
communal  living  by  giving  our  men 
more  opportunities  for  individual 
growth,  by  developing  an  interper- 
sonal environment  that  demands 
responsible  citizenship  and  concern 
while  being  conducive  to  learning, 
and  by  establishing  guidelines  that 
provide  structure  for  compatible 
and  cooperative  community  living. 
We  want  to  recognize  the  needs  of 
the  total  student  in  his  living  expe- 
rience: his  health,  aesthetic  aware- 
ness, moral  depth,  intellectual 
eagerness,  and  interpersonal  skills. " 

There  was  a  final  irony  in  the 
move  into  Venable  this  fall:  fresh- 
men were  not  the  only  students 
mt)ving  in.  When  students  signed

up  for  room  assignments  last 
spring,  some  had  opted  to  take  the 
chance  that  some  of  the  rooms  in 
the  new  residence  halls  would  be 
completed  this  fall.  They  arrived  at 
Hampden-Sydney  to  find  out  that 
they  were  going  to  be  living  in 
Venable  instead.  (Hampden-Sydney 
trivia  buffs  recalled  that  much  the 
same  thing  happened  in  1775:  sfu- 
tients  arrived  for  the  opening  of 
classes  to  find  the  main  building 
unfinished;  the  president  allowed 
their  parents  to  build  cottages 
around  the  campus  for  them  to  live 
in  instead.)  Even  the  thought  of  a 
rebate  of  the  difference  in  room 
rent — about  $400 — did  not  assuage 
the  grumblings  of  upperclassmen 
who  thought  they  had  seen  Venable 
for  the  last  time.  "But  just  wait  till 
we  get  the  place  fixed  up,"  said 
Schill.  "They'll  be  fighting  one 
another  to  get  back  in."

Maurice  Jones  '86 
Is  Elected  a 
Truman  Scholar

The  tradition  of  excellence  in  public 
service,  a  long  one  when  it  comes 
to  Hampden-Sydney  alumni,  begins 
early  for  some.  Maurice  Jones,  a 
junior  from  Kenbridge,  Virginia, 
was  named  a  1984  Truman  Scholar 
in  April  by  the  Harry  S  Tmman 
Scholarship  Foundation  of 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  Harry  S  Truman  Scholar- 
ship Foundation,  established  by 
Congress  as  the  official  federal 
memorial  to  honor  the  thirty-third 
President  of  the  United  States,  is  a 
continuing  educational  scholarship 
program  designed  to  provide 
opportunities  for  outstanding  stu- 
dents to  prepare  for  careers  in  pub- 
lic service. 

One  hundred  and  five  awards 
were  given  this  year  to  college  stu- 
dents across  the  nation,  and  Jones 
was  one  of  only  three  students  in 
Virginia  to  be  given  the  scholar- 
ship. 

The  scholarship  award  will  cover 
Jones'  expenses  for  tuition,  fees, 
books,  room  and  board  for  four 
years,  from  the  beginning  of  his 
junior  year  at  Hampden-Sydney 
through  two  years  of  graduate 
school. 

Jones  was  flown  to  Independ- 
ence, Missouri,  to  receive  his  award 
at  a  ceremony  on  May  13.  Over  the 
weekend  he  and  the  other  scholar- 
ship winners  attended  a  variety  of 
events,  including  a  banquet  at 
which  Kansas  Senator  Bob  Dole 
was  the  keynote  speaker.  Mrs. 
Margaret  Truman  Daniel,  daughter 
of  the  former  President,  presented 
the  scholarship  awards  at  a  cere- 
mony which  also  featured  an  address 
by  Kansas  Governor  John  Carlin. 

A  Venable  Merit  Scholar,  Jones 
is  pursuing  a  political  science  major 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  Outside  of 
regular  studies,  his  activities  have 
included  membership  in  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Singers,  the  Pre- 
Law  Society,  and  the  Student

Senate.  This  year  Jones  is  an  alter- 
nate member  of  the  Student  Court, 
a  participant  in  the  College's  fledg- 
ling Model  United  Nations  Club, 
and  the  chief  organizer  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  volunteer  tutor- 
ing program  for  students  at  Prince 
Edward  County  High  School. 

In  the  past  years,  Jones  has 
served  as  a  page  to  the  Senate  of 
Virginia  and  as  an  intern  for  the 
Democratic  Party  of  Virginia.  He  is 
a  resident  of  Kenbridge,  Virginia. 

Commenting  on  Jones'  seleaion, 
Hampden-Sydney  President  Josiah 
Bunting  III  stated,  "I  am  delighted 
that  the  Truman  Scholarship  pro- 
gram promotes  an  aaive  role  in 
public  service,  and  I  am  sure  that 
Maurice  will  do  well  in  government 
service,  as  have  many  Hampden- 
Sydney  men  before  him." 

Thinking  about  where  his  scho- 
larship may  take  him,  Jones  grins 
and  says  he'd  like  to  go  'to  Har- 
vard, of  course.  But  who  doesn't?" 


Alumni  Performance  in 
Annual  Giving  Wins 
The  Steel  Again

The  Council  for  the  Advancement 
and  Support  of  Education  (CASE) 
announced  in  June  that  Hamptlen- 
Sydney  had  won  the  CASE  /  Uni- 
ted States  Steel  Alumni  Giving 
Incentive  Award  for  Sustained 
Excellence. 

The  award  recognizes  the  Col- 
lege's achievements  in  its  1982-83 
annual  fund  drive,  which  raised 
over  $1,000,000  for  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  College,  with  the 
support  of  56.7 ''7  of  its  alumni.  To 
qualify  for  this  award,  the  College 
had  to  have  won  the  Award  for 
Sustained  Performance  in  Alumni 
Ciiving,  recognizing  notable  success 
in  annual  fund-raising  over  a  four- 
year  period;  Hampden-Sydney  won 
that  award  last  year. 

The  key  to  the  success  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  alumni  giving 
program  is  its  strong  volunteer 
support.  "The  alumni  are  the  men 
who  make  it  all  possible, "  said  pres- 
ident Josiah  Bunting  III.  "To  see 
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our  alumni  take  time  from  their 
busy  schedules  to  work  in  telethons, 
even  to  organize  a  major  part  of 
the  program,  is  indeed  invigorating. 
It  rededicates  us  to  our  mission. " 

"Raising  money  is  the  tibjective 
of  any  fund-raising  campaign, " 
agrees  Peter  Leggett  "68,  chairman 
t)f  the  Board  of  Trustees'  develop- 
ment committee;  "but  we  cannot 
realize  our  dollar  goal  without  these 
volunteers,  so  to  us  they  are  just  as 
important  as  the  actual  dollars 
raised." 

According  to  William  "Tim' 
Butler  '62,  chairman  of  the  1982-83 
alumni  giving  program,  ""There  is 
much  more  to  giving  to  the  G^llege 
than  just  giving  dollars.  I  enjoy 
pledging  my  time  as  much  as  I 
enjoy  pledging  my  money.  I  got  a 
lot  out  of  Hampden-Syciney  during 
my  four  years  there;  now  I  feel  that 
1  am  paying  her  back,  so  that  future 
generations  of  young  men  can  taste 
the  Hampden-Sydney  experience 
too." 

"That  the  alumni  giving  pro- 
gram at  Hampden-Sydney  is  suc- 
cessful no  longer  remains  in  ques- 
tion, as  this  newest  in  a  series  of 
United  States  Steel  Awards  con- 
firms," observed  W.  Sydnor  Settle 
'55,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. "It  is  extremely  gratifying  to 
see,  on  the  one  hand,  the  enthusi- 
asm with  which  our  alumni  give 
Hampden-Sydney  the  support  she 
needs  each  year  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  to  see  other  colleges  coming 
by  tt)  ask  us  how  we  did  it."

Annual  Fund  83-84: 
Another  Year, 
Another  Record 


Alumni  and  other  donors  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  this  past 
year  continued  the  College's  climb 
toward  its  goal  of  having  the  high- 
est percentage  of  alumni  participa- 
tion in  the  nation.  Raising  S257,462 
in  1977  from  only  45''/?  of  its 
alumni,  the  College  raised  this  past 
year  $574,126  from  over  59%  of  its 
alumni,  making  Hampden-Sydney 
one  of  the  most  successful  colleges 
in  the  nation  in  terms  of  alumni 
participation  in  the  annual  fund 
(see  chart  at  ngbtl. 

While  the  alumni  are  the  prim- 
ary supporters  of  the  College's 
annual  fund  drive,  parents,  friends, 
corporations  and  foundations,  and 
churches  contribute  their  share  as 
well;  their  contributions,  along  with 
the  contributions  of  the  alumni, 
brought  in  a  record  51,194,000,  a 
$152,000  increase  over  the  award- 
winning  1982-83  fund  drive. 

"The  importance  of  the  annual 
fund  to  the  College  is  tremendous," 
explained  Hampden-Sydney  Pro- 
vost Daniel  P.  Poteet.  "Operating  a 
college  is  a  very  expensive  business, 
and  we  cannot  pass  on  all  our  oper- 
ating costs  to  our  students.  Tuition 
would  be  incredibly  high.  To  sup- 
plement the  operating  budget, 
therefore,  we  seek  funds  from  our 
alumni  and  other  friends." 

"Our  alumni  are  a  devoted  group 
of  men;  they  give  their  time  and 
money  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  a 
most  unselfish  manner,"  explained 
Josiah  Bunting  III,  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney.  "Alumni  support 
has  other  effects  on  the  annual  fund 
as  well.  Corporations  and  founda- 
tions tend  to  help  those  who  help 
themselves,  and  they  are  more  will- 
ing to  give  to  a  college  that  enjoys

firm  and  enthusiastic  alumni 
support." 

"I  believe  that  this  year's  fund 
puts  us  in  an  excellent  position  for 
further  U.S.  Steel  recognition, " 
stated  Alumni  Fund  Chairman  Wil- 
liam "Tim"  Butler,  Class  of  1962 
and  president  of  United  Virginia 
Bank  in  Gloucester,  "Virginia.

Recently  the  major  capital  needs  of 
the  College  have  gained  consider- 
able attention  among  several 
groups  associated  with  Hampden- 
Sydney.

Biology  Alumni  Offer 
Alternative  Careers 


What  do  biology  majors  do  in  the 
real  world?  The  current  crop  of 
science  students  at  the  Q^llege  got  a 
chance  to  find  out  this  spring,  when 
the  Lectures  &  Programs  Commit- 
tee, in  cooperation  with  the  biology 
department,  brought  back  nine 
graduates  to  tell  about  how  their 
major  has  affected  their  careers. 
Those  careers  vary  widely  —  from 
education  and  environmental 
science  to  commercial  photography 
and  journalism  —  but  the  consen- 
sus seemed  to  be  that  the  study  of 
biology  had  had  a  very  valuable 
effect  on  both  the  knowledge  and 
character  of  the  alumni,  as  well  as 
broadening  their  appreciation  of 
the  world  of  creation. 

Under  the  guidance  of  biology 
professor  Stanley  Gemborys,  the 
alumni — none  of  them  was  a  medi- 
cal dt)Ctt)r — spoke  once  a  week 
between  January  1 1  and  April  5.

(State  Air  Pollution  Control  Board), 
Jimmy  Webster  75  (Hargrave  Mil- 
itary Academy),  Frank  Massie  77 
( Virginia  Electric  and  Power  Com- 
pany), Marvin  Scott  '59  (Longwood 
College),  Donald  Purkall  75  (Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia),  Bill  Parrish 
76  (Bill  Parrish  Photography), 
Rodger  Kleisch  74  (Seven  Hills 
Veterinary  Clinic),  William  Rue  74 
(Ecological  Analysts),  and  Steve 
Wall  78  (Fanuiille  Herald). 

The  objects  of  the  Biology 
Alumni  Lecmre  Series  were,  accord- 
ing to  Gemborys,  to  provide  our 
students  with  blocks  of  solid  bio- 
graphical information  with  an  eye 
to  revealing  the  broad  variety  of 
career  options  available  to  biolog)' 
majors  and  to  setting  up  role  mtxd- 
els  among  our  successful  graduates.

"Everybody  we  called  was  so  nice, " 
commented  a  spokeswoman  for  the 
Harris  Publishing  Company,  which 
spent  last  year  writing  and  talking 
to  alumni  while  compiling 
Hampden-Sydney's  new  Alumni 
Directory. 

Alumni  apparently  were  equally 
enthusiastic:  over  1800,  or  329?,  of 
them  ordered  a  copy  of  the  direc- 
tory. "This  shows  an  uncommonly 
high  degree  of  interest  among 
alumni  in  each  other's  wherea- 
bouts," said  the  company.  "We  were 
very  pleased  with  the  response." 

The  directory  names  all  5400 
alumni  in  three  lists:  an  alphabeti- 
cal list  contains  the  main  corpus  of 
information,  while  alumni  are 
cross-referenced  by  class  year  and 
by  state  and  city  of  residence.  A 
full-color  cover  shows  Morton  Hall 
in  the  springtime,  and  the  introduc- 
tory pages  present  a  pictorial  his- 
tory of  the  College. 

The  directories  are  for  sale  only 
to  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney,  not 
to  the  general  public.  While  most 
of  the  copies  printed  were  sold  by 
advance  subscription,  Harris  has  a 
few  extras  available  for  interested 
alumni.

'81  Kaleidoscope  Arrwes 
"Fashionably  Late" 

While  1500  visiting  wrestlers 
brooded  over  the  lack  of  alleys  at 
Hampden-Sydney  and  the  rest  of 
the  world  was  wondering  just  what 
Washington  &  Lee  was  trying  to  do 
to  itself,  along  came  what  many 
cynical  alumni  had  lost  hope  of  see- 
ing: the  1981  Kaleidoscope,  1000 
copies  strong.  "The  Official  Preppy 
Yearbook"  applies  (with  permis- 
sion of  Lisa  Birnbach  and  her  pub- 
lishers) the  principles  of  The  Offi- 
cial Preppy  Handbook  to 
Hampden-Sydney.  Said  Dr.  Richard 
McClintock,  the  GDllege's  director  of 
publications  who  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  effort  to  get  the 
book  out  despite  its  desertion  by 
the  appointed  co-editors,  "It  is 
investigative  journalism  into  the 
assertion  that  Hampden-Sydney  is 
preppy.  The  answer,  broadly  speak- 
ing, is  that  it  is." 

McClintock  was  braced  to  receive 
complaints  about  the  book  and  its 
message.  "We  tried  to  make  it  an 
authentic  student  publication,  which 
means  that  it  doesn't  pull  the 
punches  an  administrator  might  be 
expected  to  pull,"  he  explained. 

What  he  did  not  expect  was 


publicity — but  that  the  yearbook 
certainly  got.  First  there  was  a 
column  by  Shelley  Rolfe  (who 
found  a  copy  on  the  coffee  table  of 
his  father-in-law,  a  trustee)  in  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch;  then  it 
appeared,  in  glowing  madras  color, 
on  the  front  page  of  the  Neivs- 
Leader  with  an  article  by  Ed  Kelle- 
her;  and  that  got  picked  up  by  the 
Associated  Press.  "We've  been  sent 
clippings  from  papers  as  large  as 
USA  Today  and  as  far  away  as  Hat- 
tiesburg,  Mississippi,"  said  Shep 
Haw  '78,  assistant  to  the  president 
and  a  collaborator  in  the  yearbook; 
"I  just  wish  the  important  things 
that  happen  at  the  Oallege  could 
get  this  much  ink." 

So  far,  that's  the  only  complaint.

Dr.  Joseph  Goldberg 
Receives  NEH 
Research  Fellowship 

Dr.  Joseph  E.  Goldberg,  associate 
professor  of  political  science  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  was 
recently  awarded  a  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
Fellowship  for  College  Teachers. 
Under  the  auspices  of  this  research 
fellowship,  Ck)ldberg  will  complete 
a  book  he  is  cTjrrently  working  on. 

Entitled  Uherty,  Virtue,  and 
National  Defense:  The  Preserva- 
tinn  of  Liberal  Denjocracy.  (Gold- 
berg's b(X)k  will  examine  the  aban- 
dt)nment  of  public  spirit  in  a  liberal 
democrac7  and  its  replacement  with 
private  interest,  and  how  this  char- 
acteristic of  liberal  democracy  limits 
the  state's  ability  to  preserve  itself 
in  time  of  war.  To  work  on  the 
lxK)k,  Goldberg  will  take  a  sabbati- 
cal from  Hampden-Sydney,  and 
while  away  from  the  College,  he 
will  serve  as  a  senior  research  fel- 
low at  the  National  Defense  Uni- 
versity, a  thinktank  within  the  Pen- 
tagon and  the  National  War 
College  headquartered  at  Fort 
McNamara. 

A  Ph.D.  graduate  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington,  Gt)ldberg 
joined  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty 
in  1978,  the  year  in  which  he  was 
awarded  the  College's  Cabell  Dis- 
tinguished Teacher  Award.  He  is 
currently  the  chairman  of  the  polit- 
ical science  department  and  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Professors 
for  Peace  in  the  Middle  East. 


Dr.  James  A.  Arieti 
Co-edits  Book  on 
'Concept  of  Error' 

Dr.  James  A.  Arieti,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  Classics  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  has  co-edited  a 
btK)k  recently  published  by  the 
Edwin  Mellen  Press.  Hanualia: 
The  Concept  of  Error  in  the  West- 
ern  Tradition  also  includes  an  arti- 
cle by  Arieti;  entitled  "Histor)', 
Hamartia,  and  Hert)dorus, "  the 
article  discusses  the  concept  of  error 
which  sets  the  philosophical  tone  of 
Herodotus'  The  Persian  Wars. 


'A  Visceral  Syntax': 
Celine  Symposium  Gets 
To  Heart  of  the  Text 


"We  study  language  because 
nothing  is  possible  without  it,"  says 
Dr.  Alan  Farrell  each  fall  to  new 
students  of  modern  languages  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  And  we  saidy  a 
language  other  than  our  own  so 
that,  relieved  of  our  own  bias,  we 
may  uncover  the  nature  of  language 
itself. 

And  so  it  is  that  Dr.  Farrell  is 
organizing  a  symposium  on  the 
language  of  a  man  who  has  been 
called  the  "prophet  of  the  apoca- 
lypse." On  October  12-13,  1984,  the 
College  will  sponsor  a  "La  Page 
Gueule" — "The  Page  Screams,"  to 
angk)phones — a  symp<.)sium  on  the 
"frenetic  style "  of  Louis-Ferdinand 
Celine.  Farrell  has  issued  a  call  for 
papers,  in  English  or  French,  on  all 
aspects  of  Celine's  style. 

Celine  was,  in  the  words  of  Kurt 
Vonnegut,  Jr.,  author  and  recent 
visitor  to  the  College,  "a  brave 


French  soldier  in  the  First  World 
War — until  his  skull  was  crack- 
ed.... He  became  a  doctor,  and  he 
treated  p(X)r  people  in  the  daytime, 
and  he  wrote  grotesque  novels  all 
night."  His  works  cr)'  out  in  the 
anguish  of  growing  up  p(X)r  and 
bitter  in  a  heartless  society. 

But  Celine's  reputation,  said  Far- 
rell, is  due  not  so  much  to  what  he 
said,  but  hoii'  he  said  it.  For  Celine's 
language  is  "a  language  of  arythmia 
and  dislocation,"  and  in  his  works 
there  can  be  discerned  "a  visceral 
syntax,  or  a  grammar  of  wrath  and 
frustration. "  Celine's  contribution  to 
literature  has  been  of  such  signifi- 
cance, according  to  Farrell,  that  stu- 
dents of  French  literature  now  clas- 
sif)'  novels  ""before  Celine"  and 
"after  Celine. " 

Among  the  benefits  of  the  sym- 
posium, said  Farrell,  will  be  the 
opportunity  "to  invite  some  big- 
timers  to  see  what  we're  doing 
around  here."  Farrell  has  already 
been  contacted  by  scholars  planning 
to  attend  the  symposium,  including 
Charles  Krance  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  Philippe  Alm^ras, 
former  president  of  the  Society  for 
Celine  Studies  in  France.

I^wis  Garland  Chewning  '27, 
fcjrmer  Chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege and  taistee  emeritus,  died  May 
5,  1984,  in  Richmond;  he  was  79. 

A  native  of  Spotsylvania  County, 
Chewning  graduated  from  Har- 
grave  Militar}'  Academy  in  1923 
before  attending  Hampden-Sydney, 
where  he  wiis  elected  tt)  Omicron 
Delta  Kappa.  He  then  attended  the 
University  of  Richmond. 
Hampden-Sydney  awarded  him  an 
h(MH)rary  doctor  of  laws  degree  in 
1%8. 

He  retired  in  1970  from  the  pres- 
idency of  Virginia  Folding  Box 
Company,  which  he  headed  for 
almost  twenty  years.  During  that 


time,  Chewning  saw  the  company 
expand  under  several  names:  in 
1950,  the  company  was  known  as 
the  A.S.  Kratz  Company,  but 
became  the  Virginia  Folding  Box 
Company  in  1953-  In  1957,  it 
became  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary 
of  West  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company  and  19(>4  it  became  the 
Virginia  Folding  Box  Division  of 
West  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company.  From  1934  until  1950, 
Chewning  had  been  the  president 
of  his  own  real  estate  firm. 

Involved  in  numerous  civic 
organizations,  Mr.  Chewning  served 
as  president  of  the  Richmond 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Richmond 
Area  Community  Chest,  and  Rich- 
mond Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  and  as  director  of  the 
Virginia  State  Chamber  of  Q)m- 
merce.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  a  member  of 


Lx-uis  GarLtnd  Chcuu- 


the  trustee  board  of  the  Virginia 
Foundation  for  Independent  Col- 
leges. During  the  19i0's  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Richmond  City 
Planning  Commission  and  of  the 
Virginia  Hospital  Board. 

A  leader  in  professional  organi- 
zations as  well,  he  headed  the 
Richmond  Real  Estate  Board  and 
the  Virginia  Real  Estate  Associa- 
tion. He  was  a  member  of  the 
boards  of  directors  of  the  Rich- 
mond Corporation,  v>{  the  Life  Insu- 
rance G)mpany  of  Virginia,  of  the 
Virginia  Tmst  Company,  and  the 
Richnn)nd  Foundation. 

He  also  held  membership  at  the 
Country  Club  of  Virginia,  the 
Commonwealth  Club,  and  in  the 
Society  of  Q)lonial  Wars  for  the 
State  of  Virginia  and  the  Sons  of 
the  Revolution. 

An  elder  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Richmond,  he  served  as 
a  church  trustee.

"Missionary  to  the 
Intellectuals": 
Francis  Schaeffer  '35 


Ti»ie  magazine,  in  one  of  its  many 
articles  about  Francis  Schaeffer  '35, 
called  him  "the  missionary  to  the 
intellectuals. "  President  Bunting, 
when  he  introduced  Schaeffer  and 
his  wife  to  the  Board  of  Tmstees 
after  Schaeffer  was  inducted  into 
alumni  membership  in  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  at  the  College  in  1980,  said 
that  Schaeffer  "exemplified  the 
Hampden-Sydney  spirit  of  devotion ' 
to  the  logical  pursuit  of  truth  by 
insisting,  with  Plato,  that  the  only 
viable  approach  to  an  honest 
expression  of  faith  is  a  well- 
examined  one.'  Schaeffer,"  Bunting 
continued,  "has  achieved  world- 
wide prominence  for  his  rigorous 
arguments  that  belief  in  God,  and 
in  the  infallibity  of  the  Bible  as  the 
Word  of  God,  is  rationally  credible 
and  defensible,  requiring  no  exis- 
tential leap  of  faith'." 

Schaeffer  is  the  author  of  twenty- 
two  books,  of  which  more  than 
3,000,000  copies  have  been  sold  in 
the  United  States  alone;  they  have 
been  translated  into  twenty-five 
languages.  Among  them  are  Escape 
from  Reason,  The  God  Who  Is 
There,  He  Is  There  attd  He  Is  Not 
Silent,  True  Spirituality,  and  A 
Christian  Manifesto,  which 
attracted  editorial  reviews  in  the 
Washington  Post  and  the  New 
York  Times.  His  rwo  books 
designed  for  the  general  public. 
How  Should  We  Then  Live?  and 
Whatever  Happened  to  the  Human 
Race  (whose  co-author  was  Dr.  C. 
Everett  Koop,  Surgeon-General  of 
the  United  States),  address  the 
most  difficult  issues  of  our  day:  the 
crisis  of  public  morals  and  its  fruit, 
abortion,  infanticide,  and 
euthanasia. 

With  his  wife  Edith  (herself  an 
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young  people  at  L'Ahri 

author  of  seven  bcxjks  with  sales  of 
1,000,000  copies  in  the  United 
States),  Schaeffer  founded  a  retreat 
in  the  hills  above  Lake  Geneva  in 
Switzerland.  That  ministry,  L'Abri 
(French  for  'shelter'),  has  attracted 
thousands  of  questioning  men  and 
women  from  around  the  world  and 
now  has  branches  in  England,  The 
Netherlands,  Massachusetts,  and 
Rochester,  Minnesota,  where 
Schaeffer  died  on  May  15,  1984, 
of  cancer. 

Born  in  Philadelphia  in  1912, 
Schaeffer  graduated  magna  cum 
laude  from  Hampden-Sydney.  He 
pursued  his  theological  education 
first  at  Westminster  Seminary  in 
Philadelphia  and  finished  at  Faith 
Tha)logical  Seminary  in  Baltimore, 
graduating  in  1938;  he  served  as 
minister  to  several  Presbyterian 
churches  before  setting  up  L'Abri  in 
1955. 

At  Hampden-Sydney,  Schaeffer 
was  on  the  track  team,  taught  Sun- 
day school  at  Mercy  Seat  Baptist 
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Church,  was  president  of  the 
Union-Philanthropic  Literary 
Society  and  of  the  Student  Christian 
Association,  and  was  a  member  of 
Theta  Kappa  Nu  fraternity  and  of 
Epsilon  Chi  Epsilon,  the  language 
honorary.  He  was  elected  to  Omi- 
cron  Delta  Kappa  and  was  second 
in  the  senior  class.  He  received  the 
Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  medal- 
lion at  commencement. 

Schaeffer  (quoted  in  his  wife's 
book  The  Tapestty  (Word  B(x)ks, 
1981])  said  that  his  basic  theologi- 
cal ideas  were  formed  all  the  way 
before  he  want  to  seminary,  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  The  spiritual 
mentors  he  cited  were  Dr.  Twyman 
Williams,  the  pastor  of  College 
Church,  Dr.  Joseph  duPuy  Eggles- 
ton,  president  of  the  College,  and 
Dr.  James  Buckner  'Snapper'  Mas- 
sey,  professor  of  Bible;  they  were  all, 
said  Schaeffer,  "outstanding  Chris- 
tians."  His  intellecuial  devek)pment 
he  credited  to  Dr.  Maurice  Allan, 
professor  of  philosophy,  with 
whom  he  debated  cheerfully  for 
hours.  "He  and  I  ended  up  in  two 
very  different  camps,  but  he  was 
impt^rtant  in  stimulating  my  intel- 
lectual processes,"  remembered 
Schaeffer. 
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To  Prevail  with  Grace: 
Alumni  Remember 
"Ned"  Crawley 


On  the  eleventh  of  April,  1984,  Dr.  Tho- 
mas Edward  Crawley,  Hurt  professor  of 
English,  died  after  a  long  and  heroic  bout 
with  cancer.  Crawley  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1941  with  high 
honors;  he  returned  to  teach  in  1946  after 
serving  four  years  in  the  Navy,  during 
which  he  had  risen  to  the  rank  of  lieuten- 
ant tximmander  and  won  the  Bronze  Star. 
For  thirr)-eight  years  he  taught  English  at 
Hampden-Sydney;  English  was  his  first 
love  and  he  tried  to  make  it  the  first  love 
of  his  students.  He  served  also  as  Dean  of 
Students  and  Director  of  Admissions  for 
seven  years,  as  director  of  the  Glee  Club  of 
many  years,  and  was  the  first  Faculty 
Representative  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  one  of  the  first  two  professors  given 
the  Cabell  Award  for  Distinguished 
Teaching.  He  wrote  The  Structure  of 
Leuies  of  Grass  and  edited  Four  Makers  of 
the  A?)iericun  Mind:  Emerson,  Thoreau, 
Whitman,  and  Melville.  Crawley  earned 
his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 

Last  spring  we  asked  for  memories  of 
Dr  Crawley;  here  are  some,  in  the  words 
of  men  whose  minds  bear  still  the  stamp 
of  his  partictilar  joy  in  literature  and  life. 

"In  recent  years,"  recalls  Guy  Terrill 
71,  "I  wrote  Dr.  Crawley  about  how  diffi- 
c"ult  it  was  to  work,  participate  in  church 
activities,  maintain  relationships,  and 
pursue  an  M.B.A.  simultaneously.  He 
wrote  back  that  this  is  what  life  is  all 
about.  He  encouraged  me  not  t)nly  to  con- 
tinue doing  all  those  things  but  in  addition 
to  broaden  my  horizons  in  musical  litera- 
ture. Such  efforts,  he  finished,  are  neces- 
sary to  prevail  with  grace' — the  unique 
accomplishment  of  his  life  and  the  chal- 
lenge he  lay  before  his  students." 

Ran  Henry  79  admits:  "Potential 
careers  in  both  histrionics  and  prophecy 
began  on  the  April  day  I  attempted  to 
explain  to  Dr.  Crawley  his  influence  on 
me.  It  was  after  a  performance  on  a  Shake- 
speare test  that  suggested  (even  to  the 
unprophetic)  that  some  things  had  been 
left  unread.  'Yes,  Dr.  Crawley,'  1  said,  'but 
when  all  those  guys  (who  passed  the  test, 
the  show-offs)  are  driving  their  BMW's  to 
some  bar  after  a  day  of  selling  insurance,  1 
will  be  reading  Shakespeare.  I  am  a  writer; 
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I  will  read  the  world's  greatest  writer  until 
the  end  of  my  days.'  I  told  him  that  for  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  in  iambic  pentameter, 
and  he  eventually  agreed  not  to  take  off 
another  five  points.  If  there  is  any  justice, 
he  is  now  as  active  at  his  celestial  viewing 
post  as  he  is  in  my  marginal  notes.  My 
greatest  hope  now  is  that  Dr.  Crawley  can 
see,  from  way  up  there,  that  I  am  the  one 
beach  bum  on  the  sand  who  is  reading 
about  jealousy  in  Othello  instead  of  in 
People  magazine,  that  rare  island  resident 
for  whom  Milton  does  more  than  malt 
can.  I  would  give  a  world's  supply  of  suds 
to  know  that  he  can  look  down  and  see 
that." 

"The  saddest  day  in  many  years,"  says 
Roben  Schultz  '41,  "was  when  I  received 
the  distressing  news  of  Ned  Crawley's 
death.  The  four  happiest  years  of  my  life 
were  spent  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Ned  was 
my  classmate,  fraternit}'  brother,  and 
friend.  I  shall  always  love  him  and  cherish 
the  memories  of  his  steadying  influence  as 
a  student  and  his  many  contributions  to 
Hampden-Sydney  after  graduation.  All  of 
us  who  knew  him  as  a  student  and  faculty 
member  have  been  blessed." 

From  William  Meehan  III  77,  warm 
memories  of  Dr.  Crawley:    One  day  Dr. 
Crawley  was  so  overcome  with  emotion 
when  reciting  When  Lilacs  Last  in  the 
Dooryard  Bloomed'  that  he  cx)uld  read  no 
more.  He  took  a  long  moment  to  com- 
pose himself  and  finish  the  poem.  One 
day  a  whipping  wind  slammed  shut  the 
door  to  the  classroom.  Pausing  from  his 


reading.  Dr.  Crawley  peeked  over  his 
glasses  and  said,  'See,  gentlemen,  the 
ghost  of  Dr.  Ropp  does  walk.'  One  day  a 
student  questioned  the  veracity  of  Dr. 
Crawley's  interpretation  of  a  Frost  poem. 
'Mr. ,'  he  replied,  'Mr.  Frost  HIM- 
SELF told  me  so.'  He  used  to  say.  It's  not 
how  many  times  you  read,  gentlemen,  it's 
how  many  times  you  re-read.'  He  always 
entered  the  classroom  with  a  half- 
whispered  Morning,  gentlemen.'  And  A 
little  hard  work  never  hurt  anyone.'  How 
often  did  we  forget  that  Dr.  Crawley  had 
been  up  since  4  a.m.  RE-reading? " 

Dev  Hathaway  70  recalls:  "During  my 
on-and-off  undergraduate  career,  Ned 
gave  me  books,  encouraged  my  writing, 
even  started  me  gardening.  In  my  twen- 
ties he  was  at  times  like  a  father  to  me;  in 
my  thirties  he  has  been  a  good,  affection- 
ate friend.  Every  new  juncture  in  my  life 
has  led  me  to  visit  him  and  Bert.  It  is 
always  summer,  it  seems;  we  sit  on  the 
screen  porch,  ice  cubes  clicking  in  tall 
glasses,  the  flower  and  vegetable  gardens 
in  back  resplendent,  though  there  hasn't 
been  rain  in  weeks,  says  Ned;  Bert  says 
there  was  rain  last  week,  a  shower;  Ned 
holds  the  side  of  his  face  in  mock  exasper- 
ation and  says,  ""Well,  a  shower,  pooh"; 
then  there  is  more  loving  teasing;  and  yes, 
the  thrush  has  nested  in  the  maple  again, 
the  dt)g  has  mn  off,  Ned's  taken  up  jog- 


ging;  I  see  the  white  has  climbed  frum  his 
sideburns  to  his  temples. 

"1  imagine,"  concludes  Hathaway,  "that 
for  many  Hampden-Sydney  sons  their 
fondest  memories  are  of  Ned  Crawley, 
teacher  pur  excellence.  One  of  mine  is  of 
the  time  I  was  daydreaming,  my  thoughts 
more  on  the  fox  grapes  behind  Morton 
than  on  Shakespeare.  He  nabbed  me  with 
his  benevt>lent  gruffness,  asking  me  if  my 
b(xly  would  like  to  go  join  my  'truant  soul, 
out  there  in  the  poet's  garden.'  The  famil- 
iar lionly  gibe,  along  with  a  sly  compli- 
ment and  an  allusion — all  in  that  strict 
mirth  of  his.  It  was  his  manner  and  his 
mark  in  the  classroom.  When  it  comes  to 
me  sometimes,  teaching  my  own  classes,  I 
feel  another  gift  he  gave  me." 

Freddy  Mitchell  '63  will  never  forget 
the  night  "we  heard  that  Dean  Crawley 
had  been  released  from  that  position.  We 
didn't  know  what  to  do,  so  we  gathered 
together  and  marched  down  lo  his  house 
and  just  stcxxd  there  chanting  'Dean! 
Dean!  Dean!'  Why?  Because  we  knew  he 
was  a  special  kind  of  man  and  there  were- 
n't many  around  like  him. " 

Clyde  Bowie  77  describes  himself  as  a 
"disenchanted  student  unwilling  to  be 
influenced  by  professors."  The  impression 
made  on  him  by  Dr.  Crawley  was  there- 
fore "literally  incredible."  "When  1  reflect 
on  the  resonance  in  his  voice  as  he  read 


from  Whitman  and  the  sparkle  in  his  eye 
when  we  performed  well  in  the  Cllee  Club, 
I  can  feel  his  deep  devotion  and  apprecia- 
tion for  excellence — which  is  precisely 
what  he  left  me  to  appreciate  him  for. 
Undergirding  him,  1  realize  now,  was  his 
Christian  faith,  which  allowed  him  to  be 
humble  and  devote  all  his  energies  to  the 
pursuit  of  excellence  rather  than  of  ego." 

From  Thomas  L.  Murphey  72:  "From 
my  CJIee  Club  days  1  remember  one  re- 
markable characteristic:  his  total  composure. 
He  was  always  in  total  control.  Directing 
the  choir  in  a  concert  attended  by  fewer 
than  fifty  people  in  the  cavernous  chapel 
at  Wake  Forest,  Dr.  Crawley,  known  for 
his  energetic  directing,  knocked  over  his 
music  stand  on  a  downbeat.  He  never 
missed  a  beat  as  two  members  of  the 
choir  scrambled  to  assemble  the  music  and 
right  the  stand." 

"I  was  on  the  Hill  from  1946  to  1950— 
a  time  when  World  War  II  veterans  pre- 
dominated,"  recalls  Carter  L.  Coghill  '50. 
"Yet  1  was  fresh  i)ut  of  high  sch(X)l,  only 
16;  quite  naturally  I  was  in  awe  of  these 
men  who  had  been  everywhere  and  seen 
everything.  Ned  Crawley  was  not  only  a 
Navy  vet  who  could  hold  his  own  in  the 
war-story  department;  he  was  also  a  faculty 
member  who  directed  our  choir  and 
LongwixxI's  as  well.  He  was  tail,  dark  and 
handsome — or  at  least  the  LongwoixJ 
ladies  thought  so.  And,  at  a  time  when 
automobiles  of  any  sort  were  few  and  far 
between,  he  had  a  new  yellow  Oldsmobile 
convertible!  So  it  was  that,  after  a  concert 
in  Richmond,  one  of  the  girls  became  ill 
as  she  was  boarding  the  bus  to  come 
home.  When  Dr.  Crawley  offered  to  carry 
her  back  in  his  car,  at  least  a  dozen  other 
girls  got  sick  too. " 


"To  say  that  Dr.  Crawley  was  responsi- 
ble for  my  education  at  Hampden-Sydney 
would  be  an  understatement,"  adds  A. 
Mark  Lee  '76.  "He  taught  not  only  British 
and  American  literature,  but  espoused — 
and  lived — the  concept  of  the  educated 
man,  a  man  of  letters  and  of  right  reason. 
His  nature  was  serious,  but  he  had  an 
ironic  sense  of  humor.  Streaking  reached 
its  apex,  1  believe,  in  1974.  Then  one  issue 
of  the  Ti^er  captured  the  posterior  of  a 
student  running  like  Adam  before  the  fall. 
The  next  day  Dr.  Crawley  walked  in  with 
his  books,  placed  them  on  his  lectern  in 
the  usual  way,  and  glanced  around  the 
class  over  the  top  of  his  glasses.  After  a 
moment  of  silence,  he  addressed  Frank 
Bedinger:  'Mr,  Bedinger,  how  long  have 
you  been  sitting  behind  Mr.  X--.''' 
All  year,  sir,'  was  the  reply. 

"  "Do  you  think  that  is  long  enough  to 
recognize  Mr.  X--'s  backside  when  you 
see  it?'  The  class  erupted  in  laughter,  since 
we  all  knew  whose  backside  was  in  the 
Tiger.  The  stricken  student  turned  the 
color  of  a  ripe  Red  Delicious. 

"But  it  was  Dr.  Crawleys  bearing, 
demeanor,  and  intellectual  stance  that 
influenced  me.  During  important  years 
Dr.  Crawley  was  there,  molding  my  mal- 
leable personality  into  a  man's.  1  do  not 
know  of  a  student  who  was  not  affected 
by  him.  Whether  he  was  impatiently  wait- 
ing for  an  answer,  urging  it  ak)ng  with  an 
"Eh.-*'  that  bordered  on  the  derisive,  ov 
exhorting  the  more  enlightened  on  the 
importance  t)f  re-reading  great  works  of 
literature,  in  his  presence  none  could 
doubt  that  here  was  a  doctor  in  the  origi- 
nal sense  of  the  word. 

"I  would  have  liked  to  tell  him  these 
things  as  I  stoixi  by  in  the  crowds  around 
him  at  Homecoming  each  year,  waiting 
like  the  others  to  shake  his  hand  and  pay 
my  respects.  But  that  was  not  necessary, 
because  I  know  that  Dr.  Crawley  knew 
that  he  had  accomplished  a  great  deal 
with  me  and  with  a  thousand  others.  It 
was  better  not  to  monopolize  his  time, 
better  to  let  the  present  students  proudly 
introduce  their  parents  to  him,  as  I  once 
had.  But  if  1  shall  miss  that  handshake 
upon  the  Hill  this  year,  the  College  and 
the  students  who  will  never  have  the 
opportunity  to  learn  from  him  will  miss 
him  even  more.  In  our  tradition-loving 
College,  we  need  to  remember  Dr. 
Crawley;  perhaps  by  remembering  him,  we 
can  continue  to  educate  young  men  well. "

Straining  the  rustic  bridge  of  the 
Slate  Hill  driveway,  pushing  aside 
bushes,  phone  wires,  and  tree 
trunks,  an  improbable  vehicle 
brought  the  Birthplace  —  Natha- 
niel Venable's  law  office,  in  which 
the  College  was  founded  —  to  the 
campus  forty  years  ago,  in  July 
1944.  The  move  was  the  brainchild 
of  Hampden-Sydney's  librarian, 
Mrs.  Willa  M.  Boysworth.  It  was 
accomplished,  despite  the  rigors  of 
wartime,  through  the  generosity  of 
the  MacFarland  brothers,  who 
donated  the  building;  Willie  Redd, 
who  borrowed  and  drove  the  truck; 
Samuel  Graham  11,  business  man- 
ager of  Longwood  ( then  the  State 
Teachers  College),  who  advised  on 
the  moving  and  restoration;  and  B. 
L  Taylor  of  Farmville  who  contrib- 
uted the  shingles  at  cost.
